and son the bugle of the marines was heard 
above the roar of the waters; the glancirg of 
sabres and muskets flashed from the deck, 
and without hesitation the stranger ranged 
alongside, and the boarding officer ascertain- 
ed the character of the vessel and her disabili- 
ties for the voyage she had undertaken.

was lost. This little circumstance, says But- 
ler, may be thought to strengthen Rosseau’s 
hypothesis, ‘that harmony is unnatural, and 
rather weakens, than increases the effect of 
simple melody.’ Mara was particularly dis- 
tinguished by the manner in which she sung, 
‘1 know that my Redeemer liveth.’ It wag 
beyond singing, it was eloquence. She open- 
ed it with great solemnity; hope was discerng- 
ble; but it was only the dawn of hope,--as 
she proceeded, it brightened and expanded; 
but when she came to the last repetition of 
the sentence, the firm and animated confi- 
dence, with which she uttered the words ‘{ 
know,’ and the jubilation of soul with which 
she pronounced the words * And in my heart, 
I shall see God,’ no language can adequately

This observa- 
tion, however does nut apply to the cultiva- 
tion of the art or the practice of it with mo- 
deration, where the performer aims at no 
more than to sing a simple melody, in time 
and tune, and to obtain a general knowledge 
of harmony. When these are acquired, when 
the words of the song are well chosen, (which 
should never be in a language, the perfect 
knowledge and pronunciation of which the 
performer does not possess,) when they are 
sung with decent feeling; and the songster, 
though pleased to diffuse pleasure among her 
friends around her, evidently retires from the 
observing eye,—it is one of the highest gra- 
tifications, which is given to mortals to re- 
ceive. Perhaps an Italian hypercritic would 
deny it to be music. In fact it is something 
better; virtue and pleasure alternately smile : 


‘ There too dues Hymen oft appear 
‘In saffron robe, with taper clear.’ ”

GEN. LAFAYETTE. 

The Savannah papers contain delightful ac- 
counts of the reception which the good La- 
FAYETTE Met with in that patriotic city, where 
he arrived on Saturday, the 19th ult. accom- 
panied by the Governor of the state of South 
Carolina, his Military Aids, and other distin- 
guished gentlemen. He was received at the 
Janding place by the Mayor, and on reaching 
the Bluff, was welcomed by Governor Trovp. 
It has been utterly impossible for us to find 
room for the many pertinent and touching 
aldresses and answers which have passed be- 
tween the General and the constituted autho- 
rities tothe South; but there is something so 
peculiar and characteristic in the address of 
Governor Trovr on this occasion, and it is so 
briet, that we make it an exception. It was 
in the following words: 

“Generat: "Tis little more than ninety 
years since the founder of this state first set 
foot upon the bank on which you stand. Now, 
four hundved thousand people open their arms 
toreceive you. ‘Thanks to a kind Providence, 
it called vou to the standard of Liberty in the 
honelessness of our early Revolution—it has 
preserved you, that, in your latter day, the 
glory of a great empire might be reflected 
back upen you, amid the acclamations of mil- 
lions. ‘Lhe scenes which are to come will be 
for you, comparatively tranquil and ‘placid— 
there will be no more of dungeons—no more 
of frowns of tyrants. Oh Sir! what a conso- 
lation fora man who has passed through such 
seas of troubles, that the millions of bayonets, 
which gaurd the blessings we enjoy, will stand 
between you and them. But enough. Wel- 
come, General— Welcome, thrice welcome— 
to the state of Georgia.” 

‘There was « gallant military array on the oc- 
casien, in which many appeared in the ranks 
who had thought never again to wear the sol- 
dier’s garb. There was a reception by the 
municipal authority, a great public dinner, an 
iumination, an address of the French citizens, 
a levee in the evening, a visit by the officers, 
an attendance of church on Sunday, a great 
dinner by the Governor. On Monday the 
General was to lay the corner stone of the 
Monuments about to be erected to the memory 
of Gencrals Gaxene and Puraskt, and toleave 
Savannah on the same evening at 5 o’clock, 
not being able, trom his engagements, to stay 
to a splendid Ball to take place that evening, 
in hounr of his visit.

Generali to reach Louisville, Kentucky, early 
in May Mr. Clay, it is said, will repair thi- 
ther to receive the General, and for that pur- 
pose, will leave Washington about the close 
of the present month.
